Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00 
(three  hundred  dollars)  for  rent  of  Grange  Hall  for  use  of  Town 
and  School  purposes  including  Atkinson  Academy. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  (one  hundred  dollars)  for  rent  of 
Grange  Hall  for  ensuing  year  for  community,  recreational  and 
educational  meetings  to  be  held  under  the  following  conditions : 
(a)  no  meeting  to  be  over  4  hours  duration;  (b)  meetings  not  to 
exceed  3  per  month,  except  under  special  circumstances;  (c)  paid 
entertainments  sponsored  by  the  aforesaid  groups  to  be  charged 
for  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  meeting  to  be  paid  for  by  the  groups 
to  the  Atkinson  Grange  Hall  Committee;  (d)  all  arrangements 
for  meetings  to  be  approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Hall 
Janitor;  (e)  the  meetings  to  be  properly  chaperoned. 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  (two  hun- 
dred dollars)  which  includes  the  amount  required  by  law  for 
Kimball  Public  Library. 
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6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  (one  thous- 
and dollars)  to  pay  Note  No.  80  for  Maple  Ave.  and  Poor's  Hill. 

7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  (one  thous- 
and dollars)  for  an  Artesian  well  to  be  used  jointly  by  the  fire 
station  and  Kimball  library. 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  (one  hun- 
dred dollars)  to  pay  premium  on  fire  insurance  policy  on  Library 
and  equipment. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  (fifteen 
hundred  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  making  alterations  at  the  fire 
station,  so  that  it  could  be  used  for  school  purposes  during  the 
present  emergency. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  school  district 
to  use  the  fire  station  for  school  purposes  if  Article  9  is  adopted. 

11.  By  request.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
(five  hundred  dollars)  to  be  expended  on  Maple  Ave.,  between 
Evan's  hill  and  the  Hampstead  line. 

12.  By  request.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
(five  hundred  dollars)  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
graveling  Conley  Grove  road. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  that  part  of  the 
Conley  Grove  Road  which  is  within  the  confines  of  Atkinson. 

14.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $132.00  (one  hun- 
dred thirty  two  dollars)  this  amount  to  include  installation  and 
one  year's  service  of  the  Red  Network  fire  alarm  system. 

15.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $90.00  (ninety 
dollars)  to  purchase  a  road  sander. 

16.  By  request.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$350.00  (three  hundred  fifty  dollars)  to  tar  Greenough  Road. 

17.  By  request.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2800.00  (twenty-eight  hundred  dollars)  to  gravel  and  tar  the 
first  half  of  upper  Maple  Ave.,  starting  at  the  intersection  by  the 
old  church  and  continuing  northerly  a  distance  of  approximately 
6-10ths   (six  tenths)  of  a  mile.     This  request  is  made  with  the 
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intention  of  asking  that  the  other  half  be  reconstructed  another 
year. 

18.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  five,  one  from  each  section  of  the  town,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  renaming  the  streets  and  roads  of  the  town,  and  to  pur- 
chase posts,  street  and  road  signs  for  same. 

19.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  (one  hun- 
dred dollars)  to  pay  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  Article  18  if 
same  is  adopted. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the  estate 
of  Ada  Whittaker  the  sum  of  $150.00  (one  hundred  fifty  dollars) 
the  income  to  be  expended  on  the  Whittaker  lot  in  the  Atkinson, 
N.  H.,  Cemetery. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount  on  pres- 
ent year's  taxes  of  two  percent  (2%)  if  paid  before  August  1. 
1949. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  distribute  the  blank  inventories  at  the  time  they  examine  and 
appraise  the  property  to  be  taxed. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  such  sums 
of  money  as  the  town  will  need  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

24.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees, 
act  on  same  and  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  Budget  Com- 
mittee of  Three  Property  Tax  Payers  to  be  nominated  from  the 
floor. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  make  a  complete  reappraisal  of  the  lands  and  build- 
ings within  the  town,  to  equalize  valuations  in  accordance  with 
the  laws,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  (one  hun- 
dred dollars)  for  this  expense. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $59.00  (fifty-nine  dollars)  in  support  of  the  Seacoast

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REPORT   OF    THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF    SCHOOLS 


To  the  Board  of  Education  and   Citizens  of   Atkinson: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  Annual  Report.  This  report  will 
include  supplementary  staff  reports  from  the  Supervisor  of  Mu- 
sic Instruction,  the  Supervisor  of  Art  Instruction,  and  the  Di- 
rector of  Health  Services.  This  report  will  cover  statistical 
information  concerning  the  school  year  beginning  July  1.  1947 
and  ending  June  30.  1948.  with  additional  information  concern- 
ing the  statistics  of  the  schools  from  July  1.  1948  to  December 
31,  1948. 

I.  GENERAL   INFORMATION 

The  school  enrollment  reached  a  total  of  68  pupils  regis- 
tered for  1947-48.  During  the  present  school  year  our  total 
enrollment  shows  75  pupils  registered  with  an  additional  30 
pupils  enrolled  in  school  outside  the  District,  22  in  High  Schools 
and  the  other  8  in  elementary  schools. 

Due  to  the  large  enrollments  in  the  primary  grades  it  has 
been  necessary  to  add  another  teacher  to  our  staff.  Mrs.  Marion 
S.  Evans  of  Derry,  a  teacher  of  long  experience  in  New  Hamp- 
shire and  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
teaches  the  group  comprised  of  the  3rd.  4th,  and  5th  grades. 
A.     The  Good  Citizenship  Medal : 

This  award  is  made  annually  by  the  Sons  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  to  that  student  who,  in  the  opinion  of  his 
teachers  and  fellow  students  has  best  exemplified  the  prin- 
ciples of  good  citizenship.

II.  CURRICULUM: 

In  our  democracy  the  individual  is  viewed  as  having  free- 
dom to  develop  his  natural  abilities  to  the  fullest  possible  degree. 
Starting  with  childhood  he  is  constantly  changing  in  mental  and 
physical    characteristics    as    his    natural    and    social    environment 
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may  vary.  A  well  balanced  personality  is  not  acquired  at  birth ; 
it  must  be  achieved.  Born  into  a  physical  environment,  man 
must,  throughout  his  life,  adjust  himself  to  his  natural  surround- 
ings according  to  ability,  needs,  and  interest.  Born  into  a  social 
environment  in  which  he  is  involved  with  people  and  institu- 
tions, he  must  adapt  his  behavior  to  the  group  pattern  of  society. 
Having  democratic  freedom,  however,  he  can  modify  his  physi- 
cal or  social  surroundings  as  well  as  develop  his  own  special 
abilities.  It  is  the  task  of  our  schools  to  help  the  child  in  his 
youthful  adjustments  to  his  surroundings,  to  lead  him  in  his  own 
effort  to  develop  any  special  abilities  he  may  possess,  and  to  pro- 
vide a  foundation  of  good  habits  and  attitudes  which  will  en- 
courage him  to  modify  his  surroundings  for  the  better. 

The  program  of  studies  offered  by  the  schools  in  Atkinson 
continues  to  provide  adequate  training  in  the  skill  subjects  such 
as  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  though  there  is  room  for 
expansion  and  improvements  in  the  lields  of  social  studies,  health, 
science,  and  physical  education,  and  vocational  training. 

A.     Testing  and  Guidance: 

The  results  of  our  testing  program  last  year  show  that 
Atkinson  students,  by  and  large,  are  working  well  and  show 
better  than  average  accomplishments  in  subject  matter  fields 
in  relation  to  comparative  groups  in  the  rest  of  the  United 
States. 

To  aid  teachers  in  helping  your  child,  the  testing  program 
has  been  expanded  to  include  testing  periods  in  October 
and  again  in  April,  making  it  possible  for  teachers,  pupils, 
and  parents  to  diagnose  the  difficult  areas  of  accomplish- 
ment, take  steps  to  remedy  the  weakness  and  then  measure 
the  effectiveness  of  the  remedial  action  taken. 

These  tests  measure  only  a  small  part  of  a  person's  edu- 
cational progress  in  that  it  tells  us  only  the  child's  ability 
to  "learn  from  books",  and  how  well  he  is  using  this  ability. 
This  program  is  used  only  as  a  starting  point  from  which 
teachers  may  aid  the  pupils  in  overcoming  their  subject  dif- 
ficulties. 

A  battery  of  tests  will  be  given  this  year  to  the  members 
of  the  eighth  grade  which  will  aid  the  school  and  home  in 
helping  these  pupils  select  wisely  their  courses  in  high  school. 
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B.     Art  and  Music  : 

Equipment  and  material  for  this  important  phase  of  the 
curriculum  has  been  made  available.  The  program  in  both 
these  areas  parallels  the  regular  subject  fields  when  it  seems 
desirable  and  practical.  The  elementary  pupils  participated 
with  the  Academy  group  in  producing  an  operetta..  Mrs. 
Thompson's  leadership  in  this  area  is  to  be  commended. 

III.  TEACHERS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT 

A.  Teachers : 

Atkinson  is  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of  well-trained 
and  above  all,  experienced  teachers,  interested  in  boys  and 
girls,  and  conscious  of  the  need  for  continuous  study  in  our 
dynamic  society.  Without  a  corps  of  teachers,  who  by  and 
large,  have  the  "forward  looking  point  of  view",  no  school 
system  can  face  the  future  with  confidence  that  its  young 
people  are  in  good  hands,  or  will  they  be  able  to  venture 
forth  well  adjusted  young  men  and  women. 

B.  Professional    Improvement: 

A  new  venture  in  professional  improvement  was  under- 
taken in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  with  the  establishment 
of  a  three-week  Summer  School  this  year.  Teachers  at- 
tending were  able  to  secure  college  degree  credit.  The 
course  covered  the  fields  of  Unit  Planning  and  Child  De- 
velopment. The  following  teacher  from  Atkinson  was 
among  the  forty-five  teachers  attending :  Mrs.  Alice  Scott. 
Mrs.  Olsen  continued  her  professional  studies  at  Boston 
University  this  summer. 

IV.  SCHOOL   AND    COMMUNITY    ACTIVITIES: 

One  of  the  measures  of  a  good  community  is  the  closeness 
with  which  various  groups  of  the  community  work  with  and 
for  the  schools.  Atkinson  shows  to  good  advantage  in  this  respect 
as  there  is  definite  evidence  of  a  close  liaison  among  the  various 
departments  of  government  service  organizations  and  the  schools. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association,  the  Atkinson  Woman's 
Club  and  the  Atkinson  Grange  have  all  contributed  to  the  milk 
program  now  in  operation  in  your  schools.  The  Community 
Council  has  been  ever  ready  to  use  its  force  to  extend  a  helping 
hand  to  education. 
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V.  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS : 

Atkinson  still  needs  building  space.  Your  school  board  has 
made  every  effort  to  procure  for  the  children  adequate  and  de- 
sirable school  housing  facilites. 

It  has  been  necesary  to  secure  the  use  of  an  additional  room 
in  the  Academy  Building"  in  order  to  take  care  of  our  increased 
enrollment. 

VI.  RECOMMENDATIONS    AND    CONCLUSIONS: 

I  wish  to  restate  the  introduction  made  to  this  section  in  my 
first  annual  report  that  "This  might  well  be  called  a  Plan  for 
the  Future.  In  no  way  should  it  be  implied  that  these  recom- 
mendations are  musts  but  a  program  upon  which  you  the  public 
must   decide". 

A.  Teacher  Status : 

The  salaries  paid  the  teachers  in  tbe  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire  show  that  the  female  elementary  school  teacher  re- 
received  an  average  of  $2,300.00  last  year.  Atkinson  has 
always  prided  itself  on  the  level  of  its  teachers'  salaries. 

Replacements  in  our  present  staff  would  require  an  ex- 
penditure of  a  minimum  of  $2,000.00  for  an  inexperienced 
teacher.  Cost  of  living  indices  indicate  no  appreciable  de- 
crease in  the  essential  commodities.  Therefore,  it  seems 
that  increases  are  indicated. 

B.  Music.  Health  and  Pbysical  Education,  and  Hot  Lunches: 
I   again   offer   for  your  consideration   at  the   proper  time, 

when  funds  and  space  are  available,  expansion  in  these  areas. 

C.  Textbooks  and  Scholars'   Supplies : 

As  a  result  of  a  gradual  replacement  policy  our  textbooks 
are  being  brought  up  to  date  with  a  unified  reading  and 
social  studies  program  through  grade  five.  I  recommend 
that  this  policy  be  followed.  It  is  indicated  that  textbooks 
will  increase  in  cost  from  20%  to  25%  and  scholars'  supplies 
from  10%  to  15%  this  year. 
E.  Planning  for  the  Future : 
1.     Increase   in   population 

We  are  told  by  statisticians  that  the  Lbiited  States  is  in- 
creasing in  total  population  at  a  rate  of  3.000,000  per  year 
and  that  by  1955  our  total  school  population  will  increase 
about  45%.     Atkinson  seems  to  be  following  this  trend. 
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2.     School  Plant  Construction 

1  would  like  to  review  briefly  the  history  of  Atkinson's 
effort  to  provide  adequate  school  housing  for  its  children, 
from  the  year  of  1946,  the  year  before  I  took  office,  to  the 
present  time. 

Money  in  the  amount  of  $35,000.00  was  legally  voted  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  modern  school  to  house  the  school 
pupils  for  the  town  of  Atkinson.  Architects  services  were  se- 
cured, plans  were  drawn  and  accepted,  bids  for  construction 
were  advertised  and  received.  It  was  found  that  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  building  construction,  the 
amount  raised  was  not  sufficient  to  build  a  school  of  adequate 
size  to  accommodate  the  present  increased  enrollment,  and 
anticipated  future  increases.  Alternate  plans  were  discussed, 
such  as  the  use  of  the  present  Academy  Building,  and  placed 
before  the  voters,  who  decided  upon  the  continued  effort  to 
build  a  new  structure. 

The  lack  of  sufficient  funds  and  the  inability  to  raise  suf- 
ficient funds  presents  a  problem  which  is  being  faced  by 
many  communities  in  New  Hampshire  today :  that  of  the 
necessity  of  having  outside  financial  aid  in  order  to  solve 
their  building  difficulties.  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  1  pres- 
ent the  following  plan  for  consideration  : 
(a).     School  Plant 

That  a  school   plant  be   built  or   procured   with   sufficient 
space  to  house   100  pupils   with   facilities   for  assembly   and 
hot  lunches. 
(b).     Financing  the  Plan 

It  is  anticipated  that  Federal  money  will  be  available  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  communities  such  as  ours  in  the  build- 
ing of  school  plants,  in  the  amount  of  40  and  50%  of  the 
total  cost.  In  view  of  this  I  recommend  that  no  building 
construction  be  started  until  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
secure  this  financial  aid,  if  and  when  the  national  Congress 
passes  the  school  building  aid  bill, 
(c).     Housing   Our    Present    School    Population 

The  school  facilities  at  the  present  time  as  to  adequate 
space  for  our  enrollment,  present  a  problem  for  immediate 
action.      In   view    of    the    foregoing    I    recommend   that   the 
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Village  School  be  used  to  house  the  first  two  grades  and  that 
the  School  Board  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  proper 
authorities,  to  house  the  remainder  of  the  student  enrollment 
in  their  present  locations  or  other  temporary  school  housing- 
areas. 
F.     Conclusion : 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  citizens 
of  Atkinson  for  their  loyal  support  of  the  schools.  I  also 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  the  teaching  staff  and  the  School  Board  in  guiding  me 
in  our  important  work  of  educating  all  the  children  of  all  the 
people  of  Atkinson.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of   Music  in  the  Atkinson  Schools. 

The  progress  which  has  been  made  in  Music  Education  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  made  possible  by  the  keen  enthusiasm 
and  splendid  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  students. 

In  the  primary  grades  rote  songs  supply  the  inspiration  for 
a  valuable  experience  which  serves  as  a  foundation  for  further 
musical  progress.  These  songs  induce  a  love  of  music,  correct 
monotones,  develop  good  singing  tone  and  prepare  for  music 
reading.  With  the  beginning  of  two-part  singing  a  true  sense  of 
harmony  is  developed.  Still  richer  harmony  is  experienced  through 
the  three-part  singing  in  the  upper  grades. 

Today  much  stress  is  laid  upon  the  appreciation  of  music. 
The  children  are  taught  recognition  of  intruments  by  sight  and 
sound  with  the  aid  of  picture  charts  and  records.  Musical  stories 
such  as  Peter  and  the  Wolf  help  in  the  development  of  this  phase. 
A  fine  climax  to  the  study  of  the  instruments  was  the  opportuni- 
ty of  listening  to  and  watching  the  performance  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  under  the  direction  of  Arthur  Fiedler.  The  sev- 
enth and  eighth  grade  students  made  the  trip  to  Boston  by  bus 
last  May.  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Public  Gardens  and 
the  Symphony  Hall  were  visited  by  the  group. 

For  your  hearty  cooperation  and  that  of  the  teachers,  I  am 
most  grateful.

ART  INSTRUCTION 


To  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  concerning  the  Art 
activities  and  instruction  in  Atkinson. 

After  a  year  of  progress  a  need  was  felt  for  more  funda- 
mental work  in  Art  rather  than  an  all-creative  program.  As  Art 
governs  our  every-day  living,  so  must  the  children  have  a  solid 
foundation  on  which  to  build  it.  The  whole  program  was  based 
on  the  fundamentals  of  color,  figure  drawing,  lettering,  and  holi- 
day motifs.  Individual  work  and  murals  were  drawn  and  cray- 
oned or  painted  by  the  children. 

New  mediums  were  introduced  for  the  first  time.  They  were 
poster  paint,  finger  paint,  and  an  assortment  of  colored  paper. 

Placemats,  nut  cups,  and  favors  will  be  made  in  connection 
with  the  Junior  Red  Cross  in  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  for  the 
various  holidays,  and  sent  to  different  hospitals. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Grandy,  the  teachers,  and 
all  who  have  helped  me  during  1948,  for  their  increased  interest 
and  splendid  cooperation.

March  22,  under  direction  of  Mr.  Grandy,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  a  tuberculosis  educational  film  was  shown,  "This  is 
T.  R."  All  pupils  in  grades  five  through  twelve  were  given  an  op- 
portunity to  see  this  picture  at  the  Academy. 

April  8,  Miss  Constance  Martin,  R.  N.,  Staff  worker  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Association  assisted  in  giving  the  Tuberculin  Test 
(Vollmer)   to  29  pupils.  One  reacted  positive. 

April  27,  at  Woodbury  High,  Salem,  the  one  positive  re- 
actor was  given  the  additional  opportunity  to  have  a  free  chest 
X-ray  by  Mr.  Eugent  Alden,  who  is  an  X-ray  Technician. 

Good  nutrition  is  one  essential  for  growing  children  if  they 
are  to  do  their  best  work  in  school.  One  of  the  most  serious 
hazards  of  the  school  age  pupil  is  the  tendency  to  cut  down  on 
breakfast.  This  feeling  may  be  attributed  to  rising  late  and  the 
fear  of  tardiness.  The  effect  in  either  case  is  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  food  eaten.  Gain  in  weight  is  the  best  single  sign  of 
good  nutrition. 

Last  fall,  a  pure  tone  audiometer  was  given  the  Salem 
Schools  by  the  Salvation  Army  with  the  understanding  that  it 
could  be  used  in  Atkinson.  This  represents  a  valuable  devel- 
opment of  the  school  hearing  program.  An  individual  hearing 
test  has  been  given  to  all  of  the  pupils.  None  were  found  having 
defects  of  hard  of  hearing. 

A  set  of  equipment  for  giving  the  Massachusetts  Vision 
Test  has  been  made  available  this  year.  This  test  series  is  com- 
posed of  three  parts : 

Part  One  is  planned  to  sort  out  cases  in  which  there  is 
low  visual  acuity.  The  main  difference  between  this  test 
and   those   commonly   in   use   is   that   the  charts   are   con- 
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structed   to   minimize   the   possibility   of    memorizing,   and 
provision  is  made  for  standardizing  illumination. 
Part  Two  is  intended  to  detect  those  who  may  pass  the 
visual   acuity   test   but   who   nevertheless   have   deficiencies 
which  are  latent  and  may  require  correction. 
Part    Three    is   designed   to    indicate   the    cases    in    which 
there  is  difficulty  using  both  eyes  together. 
Use  of  this  equipment  will  give  a  considerably  more  effect- 
ive vision  test  to  all  pupils. 

All  Atkinson  citizens,  no  doubt,  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  they  will  have  the  new  centralized  elementary  school.  I  look 
forward  to  that  time  also,  and  hope  the  committee  in  charge  of 
plans  will  make  provisions  for  an  adequate  health  office.  Without 
this  room  it  is  almost  impossible  to  give  a  satisfactory  vision  and 
hearing  test. 

September  1,  2,  3,  T  attended  the  school  nurses  workshop 
at  Keene  Teachers  College  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  L.  Bruce, 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  felt  that  the  lectures  were  helpful 
in  my  school  health  program.  Some  of  the  outstanding  topics 
were

The  successful  control  of  brush  and  woods  fires  is  highly  dependent 
upon  the  cooperation  of  all  townspeople  in  the  prevention  of  these  fires.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush  and  woods 
fir  s  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite 
of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 
losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage  and 
loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can  hope  to  have 
another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over 
90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man- 
caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for  many  years 
in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use  outdoors  are  also 
more  numerous  than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires 
which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is  the  greatest 
need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow. 

.  7)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco 
before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automobiles, 
always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go  far  to  insure 
safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in  this  way  is  earnestly 
solicited.
